To-the superintendents and 
secretaries of Sunday schools, 
we want to make this request, 
that you be very careful in 
framing your order for Sunday 
school quarterlies, cards, etc. 

The shipping clerk is having 
a hard time in filling some or- 
ders, because she can’t under- 
stand what the order means, for 
instance here is an order which 
came in to-day asking for— 

Two sets of cards, and mark- 
ed the price $1.20 when it would 
have been only ten cents, 

They also order three sets of 
leaflets and send for this, $1.80. 
This order would have been only 
fifteen cents . 

This party doubtless wanted 


| 24 sets of cards and 36 sets of 


leaflets. 

Now remember that the cards 
and leaflets are put up in little 
packets of 13 lessons, the entire 
quarter’s lessons in each packet; 
the price being five cents a 
packet or set. If you havea 
class of ten children you’ need 
ten sets of cards. 

To cap the stack this party 
failed to sign his name. Is it 
any wonder that some do not 
get their quarterlies in time? 

The clerk has to write to some 
secretaries and have them ex- 
plain further about the order. 

When they fail to sign their 
name they have been able to lo- 
cate some only by the post mark 
on the enevolpe. 

I notice another order asking 
for two sets of cards and sent 
$1.30. She doubtless wanted 26 
sets. 

If you have twelve children 
that should use the beginners 
quarterly, send for twelve quar- 
terlies, but if you have twelve 
children in the card class send 
for twelve sets of cards. 

So let me insist again that 
the superintendent and secre- 
tary be sure that the order is 
correct before sending it.

Foreign Missions 
Need Missionaries 


The Need of Missionar- 
ies to Carry the Gos- 
pel to Millions Who 
Are Perishing With- 
out God.

According to the “Blue Book 
of Missions” we find that the 
heathen out number the Chris- 
tians three to one. According 
to these statistics, we can truly 
agree with the Master, when he 
said: “the harvest is plenteous 
but the laborérs are few.” 

Christian friends let us permit 
our minds to be centered on the 
foreign fields for a~few mo- 
ments. 

In India where there are ap- 
proximately 300,000,000 people 
there is gross darkness and ig- 
norance concerning the religion 
of Jesus Christ. They have a 
caste system which will not per- 
mit of one caste of the people 
intermingling with the other 
castes. This results in keeping 
one class of the people over the 
other and does not permit of 
friendliness and universal broth- 
erhood. Again moral standards 
as we know them are hardly 
known in India. So_ steeped 
have they been in their immoral 
idol worship they do not com- 
prehend sin as we do. 

Buddhism, the principal reli- 
gion in India does not recognize 
that there is a God or a soul but 
represents idolatry. 

In China there are three prin- 
cipal religions, which have a 
firm grip upon the people. These 
religions are teachers of athe- 

ism, idolatry and superstition. 
The people’s fears are of the 
devil and not of the Lord. Al- 
though these religions have dif- 
ferent founders and’ different 
teaching, they are not rivals. 

“Satan truly is not against 
himself.” \ 

Again, let us consider Mo- 
hammedanism which has 216,- 
630,000 adherents. It is the 
principal religion of Northern 
Africa, part of Asia, and the 
islands about Asia. Moham- 
medanism makes a form of re- 
ligion satisfies the: conscience. 
The immoral standards have a 
particular appeal to its adher- 
ents, who resent the moral 
ideals of Christianity. 

While Christianity leads to a 
moral righteous life the Moham- 
medan may continue immoral 
and in sin and yet be a good 
Mohammedan, Therefore, their 
teaching can only permit them 
to die in their sins. 

Some of these countries have 
a form of worship but it is not 
the worship of the true God. 
Some of the heathen worship 
the individuals who founded 
their religion, while others wor- 
ship idols made with hands. 
And the Lord says we must have 
no other gods before Him. 

These idols cannot pardon sin, 
save a soul, or elevate one to a 
higher plane of civilization. We 
must know the truth for only 
the truth can make us free, _ 

When we consider that most 
of the entire world, including the 
islands of the sea, with the ex- 
ception of Europe and the A- 
mericas is principally heathen,

16:17, is the new language the 

converted soul speaks, not the 
gift of tongues. 

We agree with the _ brother, 
that the tongues spoken of in 
Mark 16 is not the gift of ton- 
gues. The gift of tongues like 
other gifts is to be sought after 
if desired. Paul said, “Covet | 
earnestly the best gifts.” The | 
best gift for one who is among 
a great number of people who | 
are sick would be the gift of | 
healing. If one should be in a) 
foreign country and didn’t know | 
the language the best gift there, | 
would be the gift of tongues as | 
was in the case of Dr. Yokum | 
in Mexico. 

Now as I have already stated 
I don’t know of any who has the 
real gift of tongues, but I know | 
of hundreds who often speak | 
with tongues, and thousands 
have spoken with tongues when , 
they received the Holy Ghost, | 
just like every other one will, | 
and as every one who has re- | 
ceived the Holy Ghost and still | 
retains the experience knows| 
that all shall speak with ton-' 
gues on receiving the Holy 
Ghost, but Satan will try to! 
make everyone who doesn’t! 
want to pay the price think that | 
he doesn’t have to speak with | 
tongues; he is fooling thousands | 
of people by this method. 

Now notice his statement fur- | 
ther. The tongues in Mark} 
16:17 is the new language. | 
This is true, yet I am of the | 
opinion that he didn’t intend to | 
say so, from the statement that | 
he further makes, that it is the | 
language of the converted soul. | 
He is trying to convey the, 
thought that the conyerted man | 
doesn’t talk like he once did, | 
that instead of using vulgar, un- | 
becoming words he uses clean. ; 
pure and wholesome words. | 
Now this is a very bad construc- | 
tion to put on plain, simple | 
statements of the Word of God. | 
It is really laughable to see a} 
construction placed on a simple | 
statement like has been placed | 
on this, It is true that men are 
supposed to be changed in their | 
habits, they quit cursing, lying. 
ete., but they never receive oth- 
er tongues at conversion. Web- 
ster and all commentaries of 
note say tongues mean lan- | 
guages, therefore tongues are 
not character or good expres- 
sions. 

Casting out devils must be| 
done with prayer, and is noi a! 
gift. 

This statement also doesn’t 
correspond with the Word of 
tod. Jesus said, In my name 
shall they cast out devils. When 
Paul cast the devil out of the 
damsel did he get down and 
pray for the devil to leave? No, 
but said, I command thee in the 
name of Jesus Christ to come 
out of her. . 

Is not a gift. This is a true 
statement, but Jesus says the 
power to cast out devils belong 
to them that believe, not to 
them who pray them out, but 
to them that have faith to speak 
the Word and command them 
in Jesus’ name to come out. 
Mark 16:17. 

lf they accidentally pick up 
serpents they shall not hurt 
them. 

Is this the Scriptural state- 
ment? or has this been pervet- 
ed? The Scripture says by the 
mouth of Jesus, “I give unto 
you power to tread on serpents 
and scorpions, and over all the 
power of the enemy: and noth- 
ing shall by any means hurt 
you.” Also, “These signs shall 
follow them that believe * * *. 
They shall take up serpents.” I 
didn’t put this in the Bible and’ 
I am sure I am not going to take 
it away for I know what the 
curse is to those who take from 
or add to. 

Healing the sick is by prayer. 
Iam glad to know that the 
brother will own one good doc- 
trine, but he thinks that it isn’t

We have shown very conclu- 
sively that this was not the cvse 


‘at the house of Cornelius, neith- 


er is there any evidence th::t 
this is the case with the twelve 
who spoke with tongues at 
Ephesus. 

The truth is, these were saved 
men who had believed on the 
Lord Jesus Christ and had been 
baptized unto John’s baptism, 
administered by Appolos. 


3.—Why is it not necessary 
that speaking with tongues be 
apparent in the church to-day? 
asks the brother. 

He answers his owu question 
by saying, There is no necessity 
for a miracle to do what can be 
done by preaching the gospel in 
the language of those who can 
speak it. 

He, here acknowledges that 
speaking with tongues in the 
spirit is something supernatur ul, 
that it is a miracle. I am sure 
that if God didn‘t want a mir- 
acle to be performed He would 
not allow it, : | 
_ Now we find in. Hebrews 2:2. | 
4, that the Word, or gospel when | 
it is given out, is to be confirm- 
ed by signs and wonders :nd 
divers miracles and gifts of the 
Holy Ghost. This brother wou'd 
have you believe that it isn't 
necessary to have the signs ac- 
company the gospel, but I want 
to make this _ statement, that 
when the full gospel is preached 
the signs will follow. God hon- 
crs His Word and when He tells 


us that we are to go into all the 


world and preach the gospel, in 
order to make believers, He also 
tells us that these signs shall 
follow them that believe, What 
am I that I should’ withstand} 
God and say that it should not. 
be so? It is true that when one. 
comes preaching repentance, ' 
this is a portion of the gospel, 
but not the full gospel. | 

While Peter and John were in| 
prison an angel came and de-! 
livered them and said, “Go, 
stand and speak in the temple! 
to the people all the words «f! 
this life.” Peter had preached ' 
holiness: the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost, divine healing, ete., 
and the angel well knew what 
he was preaching so he insisted 
that since he was now at liberty 
again he should not fail to hold 
up the full gospel truths. 

Paul did not shun to declare 
the whole gospel. Acts 20:27. 
Neither did he use the word de- 
ceitfully. 2 Cor. 4:2.

All the wealth which is dug 
out of the earth in coal, in sil-

There was no need to com- 
mend the Jews either to keep 
the Sabbath or to observe the 
law of the tithes, they did both 
so scrupulously and in such de- 
tail, that while our Saviour 
commended the observance of 
both laws.

Testament rule? “Give as God 
has prospered you.”
